Applicant hereby provisionally elects, with traverse, FIG. 1, which is 
covered by Claims 1-5, 10-13. Claim 1 is a generic claim that covers both FIG. 1 
and FIG. 2. 
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REQUEST FOR WITHDRAWAL OF RESTRICTION 



The Examiner asserted that the species I and II are independent and 
distinct "because these two embodiments have substantially different structures 
that are patentably distinct." However, specific structures that are allegedly 
"patentably distinct" have not been identified. 

It is respectfully submitted that FIGS. 1 and 2 do not represent patentably 
distinct species. To the contrary, these two figures are related because FIG. 1 is 
generic to FIG. 2. FIG. 2 encompasses an embodiment that is a more detailed 
version of the embodiment shown in FIG. 1. For example, the drive transmission 
105 in FIG. 1 encompasses the low-reduction gear train 213 and the harmonic 
drive 215 in FIG. 2. 

For the foregoing reasons, it is submitted that the restriction is in error and 
Applicants respectfully request that the restriction be withdrawn.
